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Administrator urges ASI budget scrutiny

Pretzer assured the committee 
that the report contained sugges- 
tions which the Student Senate, if it 
chose to do so, could act upon, and 
did not establish policy

Pretzer told the committee

Prof aid a

(CPS) Not long after Nor- 
man Hackerman joined — the 
University of Texas science 


department in 1945, a local oil firm 
offered the former atomic bomb 
researcher a part-time consulting 
position 

The money good 
Hackerman would earn about a 
fifth of his university salary — and 
he would be able to remain on the 
faculty at full pay at the same time 
So despite a warning from the 
science department dean that he 
was ‘“prostituting himself,” 
Hackerman took the job. “I cer- 
tainly wasn’t going to sneer at the 
money,” he said, “but it was also a 
means of keeping alive in the field. 
| would learn as much as I'd gain.” 

Hackerman, in the words of 
author Ronnie Dugger, who des- 
cribes the situation in his book, 
“Our Invaded Universities,” went 
on to pioneer policies on con- 
sulting for profit that set the 
pattern at Texas and other univer- 
sities around the nation 

As both the economy and 
American higher education 
boomed after the war, college 
professors found themselves in- 
creasingly in demand not only to 
sell their advice and research to 
private firms, but also to sit on 
various corporate boards of direc- 
tors, advise government panels, 
testify before congressional com- 
mittees and even to start some 
businesses of their own 

But as consulting became more 
widespread in recent years, critics 
began to attack the practice as 
fraught with conflict of interest

Another source of concern is 


what happens to professors’ 
intellectual independence after be- 
ing phed for years with government 
tunds. Opponents of nuclear power 
plants are searching in vain for 
professors with atomic expertise to 
testify against nuclear dangers 
“I have asked (leading US 
academicians) to support me ob- 
jectively and fairly in analyzing in- 
formation that | have found and 
that | want to bring to the attention 
of the board,” an attorney for an 
anti-nuclear group told Change 
magazine. “Every one of them is af- 
raid to testify because of relation- 
ships they have with the Atomic 
Energy Commission . . . There is 
subtle intimidation; the 
academicians are being purchased 
in One way or another through the 
funding that is coming to their 
schools. . . The industries are fun- 
ding efforts and too many con- 
sultants are too afraid to take on 
the hand that is feeding them.” 
Critics also attack consulting on 
the basis of its detrimental effects 
on the financially strapped univer- 
sity, where professors may be spen- 
ding less time teaching and more 
time working with local industry 
“The university has in large part 
been reduced to serving as banker 
and broker for the professor's out- 
side interests,” says James 
Ridgeway in his academic critique 
entitled The Closed Corporation. 
In addition, critics question the 
idea of truth seeking professors ser- 
ving on profit maximizing boards 
of huge corporations. This prac- 


tice, says University of California 
physicist Charles Schwartz, “raises 
some most provocative questions

This Christmas many Indo- 
Chinese refugees cannot com- 
municate with their families in 


Vietnam and other Asian coun- 
tries. Some of them are trying to 
make a new start in Sacramento 
with the aid of the Northern 
California Resettlement Center, 
which has had its headquarters in 
the Old Library on campus 

Seven months ago, on the day 
the Communists took over Saigon, 
Quan Huynh escaped to Thailand 
Earlier, that morning he had told 
his mother, brother, and three 
sisters that he would be home by 
noon 

But when his dangerous 
situation as a ex-air force pilot 
became apparent, he jumped intoa 
small cargo plane which he knew 
had sufficient gasoline. Before he 
could take off, forty civilian 
refugees had climbed aboard, after 
he left the plane in Thailand, he 
continued on to Guam 

From there he called Gerald 
Winger of Sacramento whom he 
had known as an American Air 
Force pilot when he was in training 
in Alabama in 1971. Winger, 
owner of a Ben Franklin Store in 
North Sacramento, agreed to 
sponsor him. After a month's stay 
in Fort Chaffee, Arkansas, Quan 
came to Sacramento where he 
shares his sponsor's home in Cam- 
pus Commons 

He is nowa freshman at CSUS, 
majoring in mechanical 
engineering. He has still not been 
able to contact his family in 
Saigon 

Quan’s story is typical of other 
indo-Chinese refugees who are be- 
ing helped by the Northern Califor- 
nia Resettlement Center under the 
leadership of Bob Woodhead 
During December the Center will 
maintain its present office in Room 
110 of the Old Library, but it will

(CPS) Whenever exam time 
rolls around. students find 
themselves the target of faculty 
scrutiny. Yet the role of the 
evaluator may soon be reversed 

An increasing number of 
students argue that fair play dic- 
tates they be given a chance to rate 
their teachers. As a result, several 
colleges across the country are tak- 
ing a new look at faculty 
evaluations by students 

“The interest is generated by a 
consumer's viewpoint.” — says 
Chuck Leer. author of a national 
report on faculty evaluations spon- 
sored “by the Public 
Interest Research Group (PIRG) 
“Students purchase their 
education, and like any other con-

sumer group, feel they have the 
night to Know as much as possible 
about what they're spending their 
money on.” 

For the Part, 
evaluations are based on student 
questionatires which are distributed 
in each classroom. Students are 
asked such questions as “Does

“How well does your professor 
make the course 
understandable” 
Survey results are then given to 
the faculty members, who may use 
the feedback as a means for im- 
proving their teaching methods, or 
are placed in faculty permanent

Controversy over faculty 
evaluations usually erupts when 
students attempt to tabulate and 
publish the statistical results of the 
surveys in a course and faculty 
guide tor students 

Students at the University of 
Oregon at Eugene, for instance, are 
lobbying hard for the publication 
Although 
the university recently 
Passed a resolution requiring man- 
datory evaluations by 
students, it has yet to give the go 
ahead tor a taculty guidebook

(CPS) The number of 
Americans arrested for possession 
of marijuana in 1974 reached a 
record high, FBI statistics show 

Pot-related arrests, numbering 
more than 445,000, comprised 
about 70 percent of all drug arrests 
in the country, despite the nation’s 
rapidly growing hard drug 









problem. FBI statistics also show 
that marijuana busts, as a percen- 
tage of all drug arrests, rose from 
45 percent in 1970 to 70 percent in 
1974 


The National Organization for 
the Reform of Manjuana Laws 
(NORML) estimates that it costs 
between $1100 and $1500 in tax- 
payer's money to prosecute each

At the 
same time, said Stroup, public at- 
titudes towards marijuana are 


pot arrests, will put its marijuana 
reform law into effect in 1976 
which should also influence next 
year's statistics 

Considering that an estimated 
13 million American adults 
regularly smoke marijuana, the 
number of pot arrests is very small 
The real problem indicated by the 
Statistics, said Stroup, is not that 
there will be a crackdown on mari- 
juana but that those few who are 
arrested now have arrest records 
which, in the great majority of 
cases, will not be expunged. “These 
people.” said Stroup, “are having 
their lives needlessly chewed up.”

Students and faculty are also 
deadlocked at St. Johns University 
in Jamaica, NY. where the student 





government has begun its first vear 
of publishing a faculty and course 
guide. Since the faculty evaluations 
are not mandatory, any professor 
can bow out of the evaluation

The problem for the students 
publishing the course guide is that 
too many protessors have retused 
to cooperate. “We're trying to put 


pressure on them now.” said the 
editor of the student newspaper. 
“The Torch. “Almost every other 
school in the area has some sort of 
successtul evaluation process. so 
we're pointing that out in the 
Paper.” 


Although relationships between 
faculty and students often become 
strained and distrustful when 
faculty evaluations first hit the 
campus, this does not have to be

Survival is easy

Have you ever become lost dur- 
ing a snowstorm, heavy rain, or the 
oncoming darkness of night while 
in the unfamiliar surroundings of a 
forest? If so, were you well 
equipped with emergency supplies 
such as food, fuel, and a first aid 
kit? Lucky, if you were! In case you 
weren't foresighted enough to be 
supplied with these essentials, it 
might be han? to know how to 
take care of yourself 

Many methods of building fires 
may be employed without the aid 
of a match, for instance. Fires may 
be lit using ice crystals, glass, plas- 
uc, flint, ammunition, the bow and 
drill technique, or simply the spark 
caught from between two rocks 









Shelter to keep body resistance to 
exposure at a high level ts also of 
vital rmportance. Making a lean-to 
trom a fallen tree, building a snow 
shelter or trench, or constructing a 
browese bed with dry brush and 
sticks are all great for conceasment 
from the weather 

In the case of maintaining direc- 
tion and a compass ts not at hand 
ne may look to the skies as a guide 
(provided they are relatively 
clear!). The North Star (the bright 
siar at the free end of the handle of 


the much-dimmer Little Dipper) or 
the Big Dipper provide a help in 
finding directions. Navigation may 
also be dependent on shadow 
measuring, the sun, moon, or the 
Onon constellation with the use of 
a pole. Stars, because of the earth's 
rotation, seem to swing across the 
heavens in great, east-west arcs 

If your body is damp and cold, 
discouragement and anxiety are 
hastened in any predicament. This 
problem could be remedied by 
always preparing for unexpected 
changes in weather. If you are un- 
comfortable wearing close-knit 
thermals. two pairs of wool socks, 
dry underwear, mittens, and a hat, 
pack some of these items in 

Invanably, if you are caught in 
the mountains without warm 
clothing, just the wind chill alone 
could lower your body 
temperature sufficiently to the 
danger point. It might be interes- 
ting to note that if a hat is clapped 
on the head, a great deal of heat 


may be shunted to the lower and 
outermost extremities such as the 
feet and hands 

Before the situation presents 
itself, have the problem '>oked 
over.

was a significant source of their 
outside income. According to 
Dugger, professor Hackerman told 
him that about one-third of the en- 
tire Texas faculty got outside 
money for services including lec- 
ture fees. At Harvard, nearly half 
of the senior faculty members con- 
sult, Dugger says, an MIT official 
calls his school a “spawning 
ground for entrepreneurs,” and a 
professor friend of Duggers agreed 
that consulting “academic 
racketeering ~ 

Critics of Schwartz's proposal 

say that professors receive their 
biases from many sources other 
than their consulting contacts and 
that such outside work enriches the 
professor and aids him = in 
understanding how the real world 
works 

Berkeley business 
Richard Holton, who serves on the 
boards of three corporations, told 
“The Chronicle Higher 
Education” that his experience “in 
the board made a better 
teacher out of me” 

Schwartz, who says consulting 
fees may reach $500 per day. 
contends that investigating profes- 
sors’ consulting relationships 1s 
“Jooking into the basic nature of 
colleges and universities.” He says 
several student groups are looking 
into the situation at Berkeley and 
hopes that student, taxpayer and 
legislative pressure will soon force 
some action. Consulting is a fact of 
life at every US college, Schwartz 
says, but on the whole, it is a 
“successfully hidden issue.”
